Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant fails to point out the distinction 
between the limitations of claim 23 and the prior art belonging to Cox et al. (USPN 5,915,027, hereinafter Cox). The examiner maintains 
that Cox discloses detecting watermarks by correlating cyclically shifted versions of a PN sequence with watermarked data (col. 9 lines 
21-25). The examiner understands Cox to disclose that each watermark identifier (Figure 4, items 44a, 44b, 44i) contains multiple 
correlators (Figure 3, items 31a, 31b, 31 i) each correlating a shifted version of a PN sequence (col. 5 lines 42-48) with the watermarked 
data to extract a watermark signal.
